Svinindry of Tokacco SItialleii. 

Concerning the tobacco situation 
in Kantoaky and Tennessee, the 
liouisvilie Tobacco Warehous C-o. 
furnishes the following summary 
at the doaa of tba ««ak aadteg 

September 20: 

The tobacco crop is, to a great 
eitaot, cot and hoaaad. The fact 

that the rains of the summer and 
early fall were entirely local in 
character render itimpoaalbla to 
characterize in a general way as to 
the probable quality or character 
of the crop. Some sections, liaiilad 
in area, had sufficient rain to pro* 
duce good tobacco, and probably 
no locality had rain enouirh to in- 
jure the crop. In many districts 
the drouth was prolonged, the 
effect of which was augmented by 
a a taaon of unusually high ta a par- 
atare making it necessary to cut 
tobacco before it fully matured. 
Wa bare made dllifant and exten- 
sive investigation for the purpose 
of becoming as well posted as pos- 
tibk regarding the characteristics 
that will likely attach to the to- 
bacco crop grown this year. 

Aa ia often the caae the crop in 
many parte of the State made sur- 
prising progress after the middle 
of August, showing an unexpected 
outcoBM. Aa to Hurley tobacco, 
wa expect to see the crop show 
aome tobacco of especially fine 
quality, both as to color and text- 
ure, as a natural result from the 
sections which had enough rain to 
matare the crop, and at no time 
enough to impair its qualitv. Ti^ai 
the crop as a whole will yield a 
smaller percentage than uaual of 
rich, red fillery leaf, seems most 
likel.v, and that the proportion of 
the crop of the eharaetor that finds 
into the smoking brands of the 
trade will be larger than usual, 
appaara eqnaHy probable. 

True it must be that the Burley 
crop that goes from the tields to 
the bams this year will be ftir 
short of the crop which was hous- 
ed in 1912. As to the crop of 
dark tobacco speaking compre- 
benairaly, it atartad with a greatly 
acreage, as compared with last 
year, which was followed in many 
localities by weather unfavoraMe 
to growth. Investigation direcU d 
lo the larirer part of the dari<-pro- 
duciug territory would lead lo llie 
conclusion that the crop to this 
year aa to subatance and color will 
be an improvement over that of 
last year, with crops of exception- 
ally fine quality in the limited 
areas favored with ade(|uate rain, 
but with the crop containing much 
less th;iti the uaual proportion of 
long tobacco.

Doffiel has shown that 
music will ntise or lower blood 
pressure, arcordinK to the pitch 
and intCDaity of aoand asd iooe 
color. Dr. Herbert Lil.v demon- 
strated that music acts upan the 
s.vnifNithelie oerroaaajratera which 
irovi'rns tlir^ circulation of the 
blood and the secretory functions 
of tbebodj. 

Nutrition is maintained b.v blooil 
supply and secretion of cours<> 
depends largely npon the natrition 
of the secretory organs. 

Anyone who recosnizes the far- 
reaching inflnenceof imagrination 
upon the health must understand 
that vocal music has charms ten- 
fold against the nervous, mental or 
physical derangements which con- 
stitute su large a slutfe of man- 
kind's modern ilia. 

A St. Cecelia's Guild waa organ- 
ized in Europe a few years ago to 
study the power of music as a 
remedy for diaeaae; it was intend- 
ed to supply specially trained mu- 
sicians to sing and play the sort of 
music reqaired by yariona classes 
of invalids.

Children are naturally fond of mu- 
sic. As a measure of the highest 
utility to give an outlet for the 
excitability of nervous tenipcra- 
meuts, the value of voice truiuin;; 
cannot be too ftir extolled. 

Martial music not only <:i\es 
ideasure to tlie ear but by actual 
tests haa been found to increase 
liie marching soMicr's resistance 
iigainst fatigue. Who has not felt 
the delightful thrill of patriotic 
iiuisic. (vspociully when hearin<r a 
nutioQul air striidi op by baud or 
orchestra, far from hornet That 
the braciiij,', cxIiilaraliiiK effect of 
a patrioting luue is not necessarily 
one of aaaociation merely, ia illaa> 
irated in the surge of spirits we 
all experience when the wonderful 
strains of "Dixie" rise from the 
orchestra pit. One has to be a 
former Confederate to feel the 
marvelous grip of that irresistable 

lUlic.
